Speech of Parson Brownlow at Nash- 
ville. 

The Nashville Banner of the 18th gives 
the follcwicg report of the spoeoh mads 
by Parson Brownlow on the evening of the 
17 th: 

Gentlemen: I am in a sad plight to say 
much of interest — too thoroughly incapaci- 
tated to do justice to you or myself. My 
throat has been disordered for the past three 
years, and I have been compelled to almost 
abandon pub'io speaking. Last December 
1 was thrust into an uncomfortable and dis- 
agreeable jail — for what? Treason ! Trea- 
son to the bogus Confederacy; and the proofs 
of that treason were articles which appeared 
in the Knoxville Whig in May last, when 
the 8tate of Tennessee was a member of the 
imperishable Union. At iho expiration of 1 
four weeks, I became a victim of the ' 
typhoid fever, and wss removed to a room 
in a decent dwelling, and a guard of seven 
men kept me company. I subsequently be* 
oame so weak that I could not turn over in 
my bed, and the guard was increased to ' 
twelve men, for fear 1 should suddenly re- : 
oover and run away to Kontncky Becom- 
ing convalescent, in a measure, I was re- 
moved to my former place of confinement 
Ooe day I was visited by some Confederate 
officers, who remarked: “Brownlow, you- 
should not be here.

The Recent Federal Victories. 



[From the London Star, March S ] 

The reported oapture of Fort Donelson is 
more than confirmee/. Not only has the 
fortress been surrendered, but with it three 
generals and fifteen thousand soldiers. The 
viotory has but one defect. The arch- 
traitor, Floyd, succeeded in making his 
esoape, at the head of three thousand men. 

* * * From Ute fact of the Federal gun. 
boatB having been disabled before the end of 
the engagement — as they well might be from 
the narrowness of the stream, and the pos- 
session by the garrison of the bluffs over- 
hanging it — we may surmire that i-he action 
was especially severe on the river side of 
the fortress, and that Floyd has made his 
way along the bank to Clarksville — whither 
Commander Foote, with two gunboats and 
eight mortar boats, immediately prooeeded, 
and where further resistance was expected 
Clarksville is but a few miles further up 
the Cumberland, and at a point where 
the river is crossed by a branch of the 
Memphis railway. As this branch has di- 
rect communication with Bowlinggreen, it is 
possible that Clarksville has been seleo.'ed by 
Beauregard as his point of retreat from 
Bowlingereen, and as a battle-field from 
which Nashville may be defended with ad- 
vantage But the Federals have so great 
a superiority in land forces, and are so in- 
disputably masters of the water-courses, 
that the iBaue of any such conflict oan hard 
ly be considered doubtful. * * * The 
victory that broke up Zolliooffer’s army, 
and gave to tb8 world ZoUisoffer’s papers, 
had a greater moral importance than might 
have beloved even to the expulsion of (he 
Confederates from Manassas. For it proved 
that Kentucky regarded tho Union forces 
rather as friends than foes, and that Ten- 
nessee waited for them as deliverers. The 
same moral has been exhibited yet more 
impressively by the subsequent incidents of 
the Western campaign. We hoar nothing 
of populat risings to obstruct or harrass the 
movements of the Federals, but a great deal 
of tho assistance afforded them. * * * 
With a rebel general in absolute flight, 
and the Federals in close pursuit — with 
bath banks of the river and the great 
lines of railway in ooaupation by the 
hardy freemen of Indiana and Illinois — 
with the Union flag flying so far 
south as Springfield — Missouri is virtually 
^restored to the North. The next steamer 
will doubilecB briog us news that Nashville 
is in the hands of the Federalists, and the 
army of Beauregard either captured, dis- 
persed, or in retreat upon Knoxville — 
thence to be driven through the mountains 
into North Carolina or Virginia. While a 
Federal army one hundred thousand strong 
moves in firm columns upon the left flank ot 
the Confederate main army, General Burn- 
side may employ himself on the right in 
capturing Norfolk and opening the road to 
Riohmond — and the forces that have cleared 
Missouri may take Memphis by land and 
wa'er, meva down the Mississippi, and meet 
the squadron waiting at New Orleans for 
news of that desoeat. This plan has been 
clear enough from the beginning. It has 
been developed as rapidly as an Amerioan 
winter would permit. If it be prosecuted 
with the same energy through the Bpriog, 
the Northern armies may return home before 
the beat of summer, sated with victory, and 
rejoicing rather in their power to deliver 
than to eubdne

Ltttst from ttAtUm Ksntucky 

Piketon, Pike Co., Kt., \ 
March 21, 1862. j 

Editor i Democrat — Gon*lemen : In my 
last I informed you that we were about start* 
iog out on a Eoouting party, consisting of 
four hundred from the 221 Kentucky and 
about an equal number from the 40th and 
42i Ohio, and one hundred oavalry of the 
1st Ohio squadron, making a force of near, 
ly nine hundred, all under the direot com- 
mand of Brigadier General Garfield. We 
started on Friday, the 13th inst., and after 
two and a half day 8 of the hardest march- 
ing that ever any force undertook or went 
through, we made Pound Gap on Sunday 
the 15’.h at noon. Although our troops 
ware completely broken down, and foot sore, 
from having to wade oreeks from the very 
beginning to the time we reached the foot of 
the Cumberland Mountains, we climbed 
the hill, drove in the pickets, and made 
short work of it, in driving the thieving 
ra r cals from their boasted stronghold. 

When we got to the foot of the Cumber 
land, the whole foroe wae divided into three 
divisions. The first, cavalry, under Maj. 
MoLaughlin ; the second under Colonel 
Cranor, of the 40th Ohio, and the third un- 
der General Garfield, The oavalry took 
the main road or old State road, as it 
U called, running straight into the Gap, 
the other two divisions took a short out 
and oame in the enemy’s rear. The plan 
was for both forces to get at the Gap at the 
same time — for the cavalry to present 
themselvee in the front of the rebels’ breast 
w(rks, and, as soon as the attack was made, 
for the infantry to oome in on their rear, 
and take the who'e force prisoners. But 
the plan didn’t work exactly, for the oav- 
alry carried out the first part of the pro- 
gramme full an hour before we got there. 
They had an engagement which lasted for 
over a half hour, and our cavalry, to save 
their horses from destruction — having been 
penned iu by the obstructions previously 
thrown across the road by the rebels — and 
the infantry, failing to “oome to time,” had 
to retreat to a safe distance, when the ene- 
my formed on a hill, on the opposite side, 
in line of battle. ButtbS infantry, making 
their appearance about that time on the 
other hill, and making for them on a 
“double-quick,” and at a “charge bayo- 
nets,” they oame very suddenly to the eon- 
oluaion that discretion wae the better part 
of valor, and run like dogs, without firing 
a shot at u«. Butourbiys were not so 
easily satitiied; for we fired on them, and 
■ucoeeded in bringing down two of the 
foe while “ on the wing,” and wounding 
six others. We pursued them for sev. 
oral miles, but as they knew the moun- 
tains better than we, they suoeeeded in 
evading our search fer them. They left 
everything iu their hasty flight. The camp 
w-is made up of log cabins, built in the Bame 
style as the inhabitants, of this section, and 
looked as if they thought it was an absurd 
idea for them ever to be routed from their 
snug and oomfortahlt quarters. We captur- 
ed two large flags, guns, ammunition, 
provisions, all their oamp equipage, cloth- 
ing, bedding, baggage, and in fact every- 
thing they had, even to unfinished letters, 
one actually that had been oommenoed after 
the retreat of the cavalry, which (as far as 
it went) was boasting of a glorions viotory 
over ‘he “cowardly Liocolnites ” We were 
very sorry to have to disturb the poor fel- 
low. for it was about as far in the letter 
writing liae as he will ever get again to- 
wards telling of a victory. 

Our foroes occupied the Gap the rest of 
tha* day and night, feasting on the half cook- 
ed meat they had left behind on the fire, 
picking out suoh good clothing, guns, quilts, 
blankets, Ao. &o. as suited the fancy of our 
boys, and then burnt up everything else not 
totable, and a bully bonfire the whole thing 
made, “you may bet.” 

It was truly amusing to see our boys oa 
their way back to camp. Dressed iu the 
clothes they had go'; hey looked like the muob 
talked of Falstaffi»a army. In duo time 
they all got back safe and sound, and, on 
the day after, we reoeived the news, the 
good newt, that we were to be shipped to 
Louisville. Oh, if you and your numerous 
readers oould have been present to have 
witnessed the joy of the boys, it would 
have done your hearts good. Capa flew 
in?o the air; the old flag of the “Marione” 
wae flattered ia the breeze, and the shouting 
knew no bounds. The boys have appeared 
like another set of men ever since. They 
were heartily sick of the mountains, and 
the dreary hardships and fa'igutng tramps 
they have undergone, and longed for a 
change — they didn’t care where; but when 
it was to Louisville, they were truly over- 
joyed. So, you may look out for us as soon 
as conveyance can be procured. 

I send you a United States stolen musket 
aud bayonet; also, a regular Secesh sword 
and sabre, and a true specimen of a rifle, 
suoh as is used in this section of the rebel 
army. Thera is but one way to aocount 
for the number of this kind of guns in 
the rebel army, and that is, that they 
steal all the guns that the poor farmers 
have There is scarcely a man living in 
the Sandy Valley but his shot gun or 
squirrel rifle has been taken away from 
him. The muskets are those that were fur- 
nished by the State to the people for homo 
protection. 

As 1 promised you in my last, the Louie, 
ville beys, under Captain Sohweitier and 
Lieutenant Harrington, (each commanding 
a company) fully sustained the promise I 
made. They could hardly be held back; 
they were so eager to get at the foe that it 
was no fmall matter to keep them in ranks. 

Amongst other things found at the Gap 
was a gray oap with the letters “3. M R,” 
and a roll of papers, &o., whioh led to the 
foot that they had stolen oar name and oalled 
themselves the “Southern Marion Rifles.” 
The originals only wish they oould have 
met them on equal footing, that’s all. They 
wou’d very soon have oonvinced them 
how bogus they were. 

The arms, Ao , I send you are all trophic ■ 
taken from Pound Gap by Charles Hawkins 
and other members of the Marion Rifle 
Zouaves. Youre, truly,

Skirmish in Tennessee. 

rSpeclai to the Cincinnati Commercial.] 

Cairo, March 22, 1862. 

A member of the 4th Illinois cavalry, Gol. 
Dickey, just arrived from Savannah, brings 
the following aooount of a skirmish with the 
Confederates: 

He says that Sunday morning, companies 
M, L and I, Major Bowman commanding, 
left their encampment at PittBbnrg to make 
a reconnoissanco in the vioiaity of Purdy, 
whioh was being fortified by the enemy. 
They proceeded ten miles through forests 
and swamps, when they met a body of oav- 
alry numbering one hundred, concerning 
whose presence in that vioinity they were 
previons'y informed by a rebel who mistook 
our fordes for Confederates. The rebels fired 
upon our boys when within the distance of 
two hundred yards, but did no damage, 
their shot going a long way overhead. The 
squadron then formed in line of battle and 
gave the rebels a volley, upon whioh they 
retreated with the loss of one of their Cap 
tains. Two hundred yards farther on they 
formed in line a seoond time Lient. Chapin, 
of Chicago was ordered to charge with 
oempany L, which be did with great gallant 
ry, and the rebels were a second time routed. 
Several attempts were made by the Confed- 
erate efiioers to induce their men to make 
another stand, but without success: they 
wire badly intimidated and uncontrol, 
table. Major Bowman fearing that further 
advance might lead his forces into ambus- 
cade, ordered his men to retire to oamp. 

On Sunday evening, the same companies, 
with a portion cf (he Ohio 5th, under ocm- 
mand of CoL Taylor, were ordered to per- 
fect i he r<o jmioiesance oommcnced in the 
morning, and when about the eame distance 
out, met a body of Confederate cavalry on 
the way to Pittsburg, with the intention of 
•urprising and outting off onr oamp. The 
rebels fired a single volley as before, too 
high, aad the three companies of the 4th 
Illinois, nnder command or Capt Dodge, 
were orde/ed to oharge on the enemy. 
They did so and delivered a well direoted fire 
in their midst, with what result oould not 
be ascertained, on acoount of darkness. 



The Isbell Mfrrat. d alotg the read vhiok 
here runs diagonally, and when within a 
short distance from onr left, where was 
stationed company I, bal'ed, aud saying to 
our boys: “for God's sake don’t fire into 
your brothers,” immediately discharged a 
volley, killing none, but wounding four 
Company I returned their fire and the 
rebels fled in great confusion. Two of our 
boys were taken prisoners. Casualties of 
(he enemy unknown. The next day, on 
visiting the scene of the skirmish, there 
were found scattered over the ground hats 
and spurs, boots, sabres, pistols and dead 
horses, and the earth and leaves covered 
with blood, showing that our forces ha’d 
dene fearful execution in their midst. The 
enemy removed the dead and wounded un- 
der cover of the darkness. While examining 
the battle field the advance guard shot a 
fleeing rebel eoout and captured two prison- 
ere. .
